DETAILS OF NEW STUDY ON CORRUPTION IN CONGRESS 
TO BE RELEASED BY AMITAI ETZIONI ON MARCH 26 


Political money in Washington is being used to buy legislation—both 
wholesale and retail —according to a study by Amitai Etzioni, former 
White House Senior Advisor and now a University Professor at The George 
Washington University. The study, titled "Capital Corruption," will be 
released Monday, March 26. 

Wholesale refers to the use of campaign funds that special 
interests target to defeat those who do not serve them and use to elect 
more compliant legislators. Unlike previous reports that most of this 
money goes to Democrats, the Etzioni study reveals new statistics which 
show that the main beneficiaries are actually conservative and Republican 
candidates, while the main losers are liberals and Democrats. Labor 
political action committees (PACs) however, tilt the scale the other 
way. The study also shows that special interest PACs outspend political 
parties roughly four to one, and while money does not guarantee the 
election of anyone, statistics to be released show that it gives 
beneficiaries a heavy edge.

Retail refers to getting an elected member of Congress to support 
specific items of legislation favorable to a special interest. Etzioni’s 
detailed analysis of how it’s done shows how a PAC can tie its contributions 
to special favors—despite bribery laws and without technically violating 
them—thus, opening the doors to ’’legalized bribery.” 

In analyzing the new ways of political corruption in Washington, 

Etzioni draws on some previously reported incidents and several new ones 


he discovered: 


*A member of Congress who actively solicited ’’business” from 
illegal immigrants, but whose case was dismissed because he 
hid behind a little known clause in the Constitution. (The 
FBI and Department of Justice have since, Etzioni reports, 
been discouraged from going after other members of Congress.) 

*A peace group and a corporation which ’’bundle” contributions 
to get around limitations on contributions. 


*A vote by Congress to shorten the statute of limitations on 
criminal violations of the Campaign Finance Act for its 
members to three years. Also, to allow its members to 
pocket surplus campaign funds, an act forbidden to challengers. 


Legitimized corruption strikes at the core of government and is 
undermining the system’s ability to function fairly and effectively, 

’’Capital Corruption” concludes. A prime example is the U.S Tax Code— 
which lists more than 1,800 exclusions in the 1040 dictionary of deductions— 


most which represent concessions to one interest group or another. 

While some tax breaks do apply to large segments of the population, most 
go disproportionately to those who are better off. According to one 
estimate, of $156.6 billion in revenue lost through 33 loopholes in the 
1982 tax law, $52.3 billion helped taxpayers with adjusted gross incomes 
of $50,000 or more. In other words, 33.4 percent of the benefits went 
to the top 4.4 percent of taxpayers.

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National security is also mangled by interest groups, Etzloni 
shows. "Just as the tax code has special interests written into it, to 
the point where an overall tax concept is no longer visible, so our 
defense posture reflects the outcome of contractors’ lobbying, service 
rivalry, and pork barrelling—rather than a reasoned analysis of a 
coherent posture," he writes. "Interest groups have penetrated national 
security decision making to the point where independent or professional 
decision making geared to national goals cannot prevail." Instead of 
concentrating on policy debates—such as the desirable size of overall 
defense spending, military lobbies concentrate on marketing their own 
products. Etzioni points to six outcomes of this: 

*There is a strong bias toward procuring weapons, which 
contributes to a tendency to neglect development of a 
security strategy. 

*The purchase of inferior weapons and production of 
obsolete weapons when superior ones are available. 

*A bias in favor of big ticket items over simpler, less 
costly ones. 

*A tendency to buy new items rather than maintain the ones 
the military already has. 

*Inclinations to favor hardware over personnel, nuclear 
over conventional. 

*An inflation of the total defense budget which undercuts 
the economy, social order, and its o%m effectiveness. 

Etzioni stresses that reforms are needed to reverse the plutocratic 
tendencies, curb interest groups, and overcome PACs. While there are no 
cure-alls, he believes progress can be made to curb political corruption 
if several measures are introduced as a mutually reinforcing package and 
include: 

*The public financing of Congressional elections, as is now 
available to presidential candidates.

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^Reducing the cost and time spent running for office. Shorten 
the campaign period to five months and provide some free access 
to media for all candidates. Limit the total spending in a 
campaign to $200,000 and PAG contributions to $75,000. 

*Introducing new curbs on lobbying, to be defined as anyone who 
spends 20 percent of their time trying to influence the government. 

^Increasing Congress members’ salaries by 30 percent in exchange 
for a commitment to freeze all outside income from lectures, fees, 
etc., and limit gifts to the same level as they are now in the 
executive branch ($25 or less). 

*Providing enforcement agencies, from the Federal Election 
Commission to the FBI, with the resources their work requires. 

Etzioni stresses that reforms can only be adopted as a package; an 
analysis of those suggested previously and currently under consideration 
by Congress shows that none will work and instead, will push money-in¬ 
politics into other channels. 

’’The sum of the parts of our political system has become much 
greater than the whole,” he writes. ’’And the invasion of the public 
realm by interest groups must be curbed.”

As the study shows, because of changes in the law and court 
interpretations of it, the bribery statute now applies only 
when there is an ex plicit and direct deal between a lobbyist 
and a member of Congress. "However, it is now legal to instruct 
a member of Congress in detail what a lobby demands, promise 
campaign contributions, pay off after the sought vote was 
cast, and all in broad daylight—like buying a fifth of bourbon 
after Prohibition was lifted," he said. "The only thing one 
cannot do is uncork the deal in the halls of Congress: one 
cannot say out loud the words, 'if you vote so-and-so then 
we'll pay,' But as long as the deal is left implicit—there 
is no legal problem (details, p, 56 on)." 
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When members of Congress are caught red-handed, as Rep, Henry 
Helstoski was (pp. xii, 65) , then they hide behind a little 
known clause of the Constitution—which does not allow introducing 
in court as evidence votes cast by members of Congress nor 
any related activities (pp, 64-65), Etzioni said. Interviews 
with the FBI and the Department of Justice suggest that as 
a result these agencies are no longer quite keen to pursue 
such cases (p. 65), What is at fault is the present system 
which allows special interests to make campaign contributions 
to this or that individual—who accepts them and then "delivers" 
the goods in return, he said, A member of Congress who does 
not play along will have a hard time getting the funds needed 
to run for office and is likely to be defeated by those who 
do accept PAC money. The average expenditures of winners 
in the 1982 election was $203,831; of losers—$86,397 (more; p, 12, 
p. 14 on) , 

"Capitcd Corruption" documents members of Congress voting 
to shorten the statute of limitations which applies to them 
to three years—five years is customary for other Americans 
(p, 65) , Members of Congress enacted a law by which no person 
running for office may pocket the hefty surpluses sometimes 
left after campaigning is over—other than if he or she was 
a member of Congress when the vote was cast on January 8, 

1980 (see p, 243), Congress ethics committees are used as 
much or more to whitewash acts by members of Congress than 
to uphold the code (p, 243 on), he said. 
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"The net result of all this is to make Washington an 
open city in which corruption is no longer a sleazy business, 
conducted by shady characters and unsavory businesses fearing 
the sheriff, but it is out in the open, very widely practiced 
with impunity by representatives of the cross-cut of corporate 
America, labor unions, doctors, lawyers, businessmen and many 
others," Etzioni said. 

"Capital Corruption" suggests that no single reform will 
work. Several mutually reinforcing ones are needed, including; 

* The public financing of congressional elections, as 
is now availcd>le to presidential candidates; 

* Reducing the cost and time spent running for office. 
Shorten the campaign period to five months and provide 
some free access to media for all candidates. Limit 
the total spending in a campaign to $200,000 and PAC 
contributions to $75,000; 

* Introducing new curbs on lobbying, to be defined as 
anyone who spends 20 percent of their time trying 
to influence the government; 

* Increasing Congress members' salaries by 30 percent 
in exchange for a commitment to freeze all outside 
income from lectures, fees, etc., and limit gifts 
to the same level as they are now in the executive 
branch ($25 or less); 

* Providing enforcement agencies, from the Federal Election 
Commission to the FBI, with the resources their work 
requires.
